Brooks said this move is ironic 
since CAAs were created by the 
federal govemment to deal with 
the problems of the poor, such as 
high unemployment; because 
traditional "govemment agencies 
were proven.not to be responsive 
enough to the poor 


programs. 


“CAAs have not only been in- 
strumental in bringing a large 
number of manpower programs 
into our communities but also in 
Structuring such programs to 
meet the needs of the hard-core 
unemployed, he said: 

Therelore, CAAs are highly 
qualified to operate and design 
comprehensive manpower 
programs; which benefit the total 
community, especially the hard- 
core unemployed." 


He added that a serious 
drawback in special revenue 
sharing is that the dollars 


allocated to sypport it will have to 
be stretched further 

He explained that the special 
revenue sharing program will use 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
lower family budget of about 
$7,000 instead of the Social 
Security Administration standard 
of about $4,300 for the same 
family of four. 

“This Move may assist a larger 
number of people, but it does not

If there's one thing governmental agencies -- be they federal, 


", staté, or local.-- can count on, it's the weirdo do-gooders out to 


protect the taxpayers by writing anonymous letters 

Every agency-or-office-in-government gets them. One way to 
méasure the effectiveness of government is by the number of un- 
signed communications. (If you don't get letters, shape up, You're not 
doing your job). 

Anonymous communications generallytfall into two categories: 
those you can read and those you can't. The readable ones are often 
typed. The writer apparently wants to make damn sure you know 
what's being said. The inferences and innuendoes may be completely 
erroneous, but they're-presentéed as ‘facts’ and being typewritten 
seems to imply a basis of substantiation 

The unreadable ones are scribbled, usually in pencil, as if the 
writer is afraid he’s going to discover what he's saying. Usually there 
are no punctuation marks either, so one sentence feeds into the next 
and the continuity ends up three blocks south of the river 

You can be almost certalh, however, that the anonymous letter 
writer is irked, chagrined, untrappy,’ and/or downright mad. He is also 
vindictive, sneaky, weak and a coward. He doesn't nave the guts to 
make a legitimate complaint, least of all sign his name and “go on 
sacord.” z 

Funny thing about the Secretive..Q@neg: The way they think. 

They really expect you to do something about their complaint. They'll 
watch the newspapers to see if their target agency has taken any ac- 
tion...or at least started an investigation. They'll make discrete 
inquiries. They may even make a telephone inquiry (without giving 
their name) to find out why nothing has been started. 

-they‘re—asked “'who.iscalling_please?.” they may get 
flustered and say; “oh, just a friend.” Or, they may fear their.identity 
has been penetrated and quickly hang up. 

Anonymous phone calls fall below the category of the 
anonymous letters. Made by gutless individuals who don’t even-rank 
as high on the weirdo scale as the do-gooders. Their only aim is to 
generate suspicion. What they really generate is contempt. 

Few governmental agencies will act as a result of an 
anonymous letter. The exceptions. may. be the law enforcement or the 
investigative agencies. Why don't the others act? “It's like fighting a 
marshmallow,” one federal official said. “Where's the substance?” 

Among the federal agencies which seem to get more than their 
share of attention from the Secretive Ones are those whose programs 
involve money, like the Social Security agency, welfare agencies, 
housing agencies. There's always some old broad complaining that 
her neighbor is.filching from the flour sack...but she doesn't want the 
neighbor to know who's doing the complaining because they're 
friends! 

It John Q. Citizen wants to get some action from his govern- 
ment, and he has a legitimate complaint he ought to have the grit to 
sign his name. To stand up and be counted. Darn few levels of gover- 


* nment will fail to take notice of wrong-doing that’s reported and iden- 


tified 
But darn few government agencies have the time or personne! to 
wild-goose chase. And in the long run, for what? So that some 
sniveler can say (to himself, otherwise he wouldn't be anonymous) “!

New SS Program Adds 


To Bureau's Workload 


“In the next few months, all 
Social Security offices will be ex- 
ceptionally busy as a result of the 
new Supplemental Security In- 
come program starting in the 
busy first of the year work of 
Social Security,” stated John 
Maidiow, Social Security District 
Manager in Downtown Cincin- 
nati. Z 

“While it has always been a 
good idea for persons filing for 
Social Security retirement pay- 
ments for the first time to contact 
Social Security in the three mon- 
ths before a check is due to in- 
sure prompt payment, it is 
especially important for the next 
few months that they file three 
months ahead of the retirement 
month,” Maidiow said. 

A person who filed for 
Medicare before they retired does 
not have to notify Social Security 
three months ahead since their 
case has already been program- 
«med into SSA's computer system 
and a phone call early in their last 
month of work will have the 
check there on time,” he ended. 

“Anyone .filing for Social 
Security retirement for the first 
time should be prepared to sub- 
mit their, Social Security number, 
proot of their age, the employee's 
copy of the 1973 W-2 form, or a 
copy of the 1973 tax retums if in 
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business as a sole proprietor or in 
a partnership, along with an 
estimate of the—expected earn- 
ings for 1974," said ‘Maidiow. 

The Supplemental ‘Security In- 
come program, a federal income 
maintenance program for people 
of limited income and resources, 
is expected to double the work of 
Social Security offices; so we 
would like new Social Security 
claimants to give us as much 
time as possible to get the first 
check mailed out timely.

May Give Free 


ADDIS ABABA — (NBNS) - 
Ethiopian. government sources 
claim Red China has offered to 
supply immediately and free of 
charge the heavy weapons 
Ethiopia has been trying to get 
from the United States. 

The arms, including tanks and 
possibly aircraft, would be used 
to offset the growing Soviet ar- 
mament of neighbording 
Semaiia, which has territorial 
claims egainst Ethiopian terribly. 

The Nixon Administration 
decided some months ago not to 
give Ethiopia several hundred 
million dollars worth of modern 
military equipment, including M- 


__ 60 tanks, Phantom jets and sur- 
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face-to-air missiles. 

The U.S. Embassy here has 
Supported the Ethiopian request, 
but the State Department 
overruled it, despite Emperior 
Haile Selassie's close friendship

with the United States. 

Ethiopia has hoped the U.S. 
would recognize the seriousness 
of the growing Soviet arms 
buildup on the horn of Africa, 
especially since the horn juts into 
the Indian Ocean and borders the 
Red Sea lanes that have vital 
significance tor Middle East oil. 


The government of Haile 
Selassie faces «a smoldering 
querrilia war in the northeastern 
province of Eritrea, which is 
backed by Libys and other 
radical Arab states. Somalia is 
pressing its claim to the eastern 
corner of Ethiopia, backed up 

[oow by more than 200 Soviet 


State Department officials 
reportedly fee! that Somalia is not 
“capable of using—much of ‘its, 
Soviet equipment or of mounting 
@ serious attack against Ethiopia.

Third instaliment 

Our week in Addis Ababa was. 
one to remember. We stayed at 
the Hilton Hotel. The Dialogue 
meetings were held in the New 
African Hall which is part of a 
new convention complex which is 
not yet fully finished. 

We are now in the oldest black 
geverned-—nation in the world. 
They date their history back to 
before Christ. The people here 
look different from those in West 
Africa. The women are more 
beautiful. 

The streets of Addis Ababa are 
wide. The traffic moves smoothly. 
And, the streets are clean, There 
seemed to be less Asian and 
European involvement in retail 
business. This means that the 
profits from the retail trade-are 
going largely into the pockets of 
Ethiopians, This is one’of the big 
problems in most of the African 
countries we visited, 

Sunday was an,open day, | 
rested and tried to overcome the 
attack | had in Lagos. Monday 
and Tuesday were meetings of 
the Dialogue. On Wednesday, we~ 
took a bus and went some 60 
miles into the hinterland, Here we 
got to see the country and how 
the people outside the cities live. 
We saw living and farming condi- 


tions that haven't changed @uch 


“in the last century. 


Most of Ethiopia is semi-arid. 
Water, therefore, is the grea 
need. We visited Wonjl Sugar 
Estates. Here some 6000 acres 
have been irrigated and sugar 


cane is grown: It is a veritabie 
oasis in contrast to the surround. 
ing land. 


About 30,000 people live and 
work here. The cane is grown, 
harvested, processed into sugar 
right here. In addition, there isa 
sandy manufacturing plant, as 
moder as anything in the USA 
and, all the production is done by 
Ethiopians. The management is 
under the directions of Belgians, 

On this trip, we visited the Na- 
tional Malaria Erradication 
Training Centre at Nazareth. 
Malaria is a big health problem. 
This center, with U.S. government 
help, trains field workers, furni- 
gates homes; sprays water holes 
end does research work. 

Automobile traffic must share 
the roads with herds of cattle 
and scores of peopie walking. At 
one point, we shared the road 


with a camel caravan.

Loule Stokes, a co-chairman, was 
on the committee to escort the 
Emperor. 

The sessions of the Dialogue 
are notopen to the public, This is

Many of these dele- 
gates from Alrica have been par- 
ticipants in the political revo- 
lutions that have ‘and are 
changing the form and shape of

Another one was the invitation 
to have dinner in the: home of an 
Ethiopian businessman. Here we 
enjoyed the hospitality of a mid- 
die upper class Ethiopian family. 
My, host, was Mr. and Mrs. Ato 
Dereje Deressa. He is general 
manager of Alem Public 
Relations, Also invited to share 
dinner with us, were two other 
Ethiopian businessmen and their 
wives, 

Since these Ethiopians spoke 
English, conversation was easy. 
One of the Ethiopian guest, a 


businessman, owned a glass © 


manufacturing plant. He pur- 
chases much equipment in 
America, The other guest was the 
Singer Sewing Machine agent for 
all of Ethiopia. He too does a big 
business. 

The service was buffet. The 
table was laden with many 
Ethiopian foods.

McClure Serves As Ambassador 


Intrigued with foreign travel 
since childhood, Harold McClure 
today serves as a roving in- 
temational affairs specialist and 
@ goodwill ambassador for the 
U.S, Postal Service. ® 

During the past 10 years, 
McClure has visited more’than 50 
countries and territories, giving 
“advice and assistance t6 foreign 
postal administrations, par- 
ticularly mew members of the 
Universal Postal Union. 

The union, an international 
postal body of 149 member 
nations, is one of the United 
Nations’ 26 specialized agencies. 

U.S. postal personne! trequen- 
tly are assigned as consultants to 
the union to assist emerging 
nations in establishing or 
reorganizing their postal systems. 

Every five years, the union 
hosts a congress to conser 
changes in regulations gover- 
ning Intemationat mail The next 
congress, commemorating the 
100th anniversary of the 
organization, is set-for 1974 in 
Switzertand. 

One of the common goals of 
the union is to-provide the best 
possible postal service_to - all 
people throughout the world. 

McClure, fluent in four 
languages, recently completed 
tour of duty in Bern, Switzeriand, 
as a postal development 
specialist for the union. 


He was available to assist 
developing nations in planaing 
future postal systems either on a 
short of long-term basis. A total. 
of 23 postal administrations in 
Africa, the Middle East and the 
Far East took him up on the 
union's offer. 

Among his assignments was 


one to study the single postal 
system which. serves the three 
African nations of Kenya, Uganda 
and Tanzania. 

Afterobserving the local postal 
operations he appraised the 
system in tems of additional 
requirements in administration,” 
finance, personnel and employee 
‘training=He~then-made=recom= 
mendations to increase the ef- 
ficlency of the proposed syetem. 

The recommendations, which 
‘emphasized the need for ad- 
ditional training of personnel in 
administration, finance’ and 
operation, have since been sc 
cepted for implementation by the 
three East African nations, the’ 
union and the United Nations. 

Similar studies were made by 
McClure in other countries where 
his postal expertise was utilized. 

An_ intensive labor situation 
caused by a high rate of un-— 
employment existed in many of 
the countries where he was 
assigned. 

As a short term solution to 
unemployment some govern- 
ments routinely hired employees 
in-excess of actual needs, Due to 
such practices the educational 
level and job experience among 
government personnel, par- 
ticularly postal workers, were ex- 
ceptionally low. 

Much of McClure’s time was 


spent assisting in, the 
development of postal training 
programs. 


No matter where he went or 
how modem or ancient the local 
operations, McClure’a ob- 
servations ‘reinforced his belief 
that well-trained postal em- 
ployees are the backbone of any 
effective and efficient ‘com- 
munications system.

Her black 
neighbors and customers pictured her 
as having a good trade, as being liked

While there is still a tendency. with 
some. reason. to blame the high in- 
cidence of violence and crime ‘in the 
black community on the failure of our 
society to accord blacks equal oppor- 
tunity for jobs. housing and education, 
it is time that black leadership admit 
that it also plays, through inaction, a 
major role in this growing criminality 
that is driving more and more white 
residents and white businesses out of 
ihe ghetto at a cost on the one hand of 
a declining tax duplicate “and on the 
other of a-staggering loss of em- 
ployment opportunities. ~ 

The $100 in toot attributed to .this 
isolated crime of robbery and murder 
could well cost the residents of the 
community in which it happened even- 
tual millions of dollars in potential 
wages. to say nothing of the decreasing

Law abiding blacks are paying a high 
price for their inaction against black 
criminals and for their apathy about 
cooperation with the safety forces in 
their efforts to apprehend criminals 
whose primary-victims are, in the long 
run, black community residents 

More and more we find thal many in- 
dustries, many offices have relocated 
on the periphery of the metropolitan 
ring. But most blacks are trapped in the 
inner city and they. frequently cannot 
get to the new jobs - jobs that they 
eculd do well, blue-collar jobs, 
warehousing jobs. jobs in steel mills 
and auto assembly plants. The distance 
between the jobs and where blacks live 
is becoming a critical matter, ‘and the 
developing energy shortage indicates 
that it will get worse before it improves 

Nor is if likely in the foreseeable 
future thal. “black entrepreneurship” 
will develop in this generation to close 
a significant part of'the unemployment 
gap between whites and blacks even if 
the ‘wildest dreams of the black 
nationalists extremists and separatists 
were realized 

It seems to us that the time has come 
when black leaders, the clergy, the 
educators and the businessmen, had 
better come together in a serious effort 
to treat with this problem. There are no 
easy solutions in the hands of black 
middle class leaders, but solutions 
must be sought and positive action

Civic Pride Vs 
Political Hustle 


| was in 8 meeting the other day whem the 
Cleveland image was discussed. li was the 
consensus that Cleveland is projected most 
negatively 

In this day and time, cities are competitive 
for industry: Industry is the life blood of 
growth. Therefore, the whims as well as the 
needs of industry, are catered to by those 
tities that not only want to hold their own, 
but, also want to grow. In the United States, 
growth is worshipped like a god 

Anything that tarnishes the image of a city, 
has to be dealt with. Elected officials are ap- 
pealed to for legisiation by Srdinance, aven 
fiat, to improve or correct any conditions or 
situations that tarnish even in the nth degree, 
the valued image of that community, 

So competilive has this rat race tor growth 
become, that the once highly industrialized 
North with its big urban cities, is now 
grasping to stay in competition with the 
emerging South and West. 

Northern cities like Cleveland, Dayton, 
Toledo and Cincinnati can no longer afford 
the tuxury of relying on their historic 
Positions as good reason for continuing 
Status qué. Racism with its law and order 
overtones, is now a big factor in every city's 
image: The South is using this facet as one 
of its selling arguments. The worst race riots 
and mob destruction has been in the North 
with the single exception of Watts in the 
West 

Cleveland's national image was greatly 
enhanced with the elevation of-Car! Stokes, 
as mayor. Reluctantly, local business and in- 
dustrial leaders began to sense this newly 
emerging image. Economically, Cleveland 
began to move ahead. 

it was at this point that the ugly head of 
politics entered. James Stanton, then 
president of City Council, now Congressman, 
began to maneuver to create a climate of 
suspicion and division. Instead of a united 
city, Cleveland began to divide, stratify and 
polarize 

The new image being created by Carl 
Stokes’ administration, began to be tar- 
nished. The. political.nustlers began to take 
over. Albeit, they were encouraged by the 
daily newspapers and the electronic media. 
The net results were, Carl Stokes got 
disgusted; then discouraged. He bowed out 
andthe political hustlers. took over. 

James Stanton got his seat in Congress. 
Arnold Pinkney got defeated for mayor. 
George Forbes got elected president of City 
Council. . 


The political hustlers were now in control. 
Cleveland's division became greater’ and 
more in depth. The Forbes-Pinkney forces 
split the Black community down the middie. 
Cleveland's vaunted image was first tar- 
nished, then sullied. 

With Blacks divided, the whites sutked. 
Civic pride paled. The many community 
Programs and projects, stalled or became 
rip-offs for the political hustlers. The interest 
of the public was forgotten or ignored. 

The resulf of all of this is, today, Cleveland 
tlounders. While other cities are exuding 
pride ovér their rensissance, extolling the 
rebuilding of their downtown area, Cleveland 
ts silent. ' es 

Cleveland has perhaps spent tar more 
money in reconstrycting its downtown. than 
has Atlanta, but nobody outside Cleveland 
knows it and, those of us fiving s, don't 
believe what we see every day in new bricks 
and mortar rising right before our eyes. 

Yes, we are too busy with in-fighting. 
Lamenting racism but doing nothing about it. 
The political hustlers are ripping off 
everything they can, while the news media is 
80 engrossed in Nick Mileti’s emascuiation 
of the town's sports image, that they can‘t 
see that other forces are dragging the town 
down too. * 

As long as Cleveland has three political 
divisions, all independent and hostile of each 
other and, the business community indit- 
ferent to what's going on, Cleveland will con- 
tinue to be the laughing stock of America’s 
big cities. 

, Cleveland has all the ingredients to be « 
‘big. influential city. What is lacking, is the 
concerned ‘leadership capable of knocking 
heads together and making unity our central 
theme. The Black population cannot be 
isolated, or their problems permitted to 
fester. Neither can Bisck wrongdoers be 
condoned or supported. i 

Other cities are living with top Black of- 
ficials and moving forward. So, there are no 
valid reasons why Clevéland can’t do the 

The Biack community too, must-do its part 
in improving Cleveland's image. As tong as 

the Black community remains politically 

divided, it will be exploited. An exploited 

Black community creates a divided city and, 

no city can grow or have a good image 

divided, 

Until civic pride forces us to curb the 
political hustlers, the future of Cleveland is 
not promising.

As a consequence 
some 50 or more large employers, in- 
cluding General Motors, American 
Airlines, Eastman Kodak, Consolidated 
Edison, the federal civil service system 
and the Navy, have instituted programs 
to find alcoholics on the job and to 
assist them in finding treatment 
programs.

when rumors of the President's 
impending resignation are rife 
and impeachment proceedings 
aré under consideration, such a 
meeting has significance. it 
means that the man who may 
succeed to the Presidency is 
Striving to understand the 
position of minorities whose 
cause he has often opposed in 
| the past, and that he feels 
| national leadership must be open 
and responsive to key segments 
of the population 

At the meeting Mr. Ford im- 
preseed me, as he's impressed 
mom people, as a decent, earnest 
man anxious to do. right and con- 
semed that the public's trust in 
government and the stability of 
our inatitutions be recovered. He 
seemed to be concermed with the 
difficulties faced by black people 
today, and especially to the 
economic hardships we face. 

At this point, it is doubtful that 
his concern and responsiveness 
can be translated into aggressive 
leadership. and- innovative 
programs. More important than

“Out of my own southern ex- 
perience,” Congressman Young 
said, “| have confidence that 
people can overcomé past 
parochial views and develop a 
broader perspective which takes 
into account the interest of the 
people. Decent men, placed in 
Positions of trust, will serve 
decently. | believe that Mr. Ford is 
a decent man.” 

Even political foes like 
Young agree that Ford is a 
decent man. His personal in- 
tegrity is his strong suit. But now 
he will have to: put some -sub- 
stance behind it in the form of 
real moral leadership. Right now 
he is a relatively unknown quan- 
tity in people's minds but if he 
can demonstrate that he cares, 
that he listens, that he will act on 
behailf..of the poor and the 
voiceless as he has acted in the 
past on behalf of the wealthy and 
the powerful, then he will have 
gone a long way toward easing 
people's fears about the possible 
Major transitions in our country’s 
leadership. 
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whole fight of blacks in 
America is for complete in- 
tegration in education, this 
jim-crow set up at Wilber- 
force was a disgrace and a 
complete throw-back.

Administration is paying a record 
dividend this year on “V"'-prefixed 
National Service Life insurance 
and “K"-prefixed U.S. Govern- 
ment Life Insurance policies. 
When may | expect the dividend 
on my NSLI policy? 

A- Your dividend is payable on 
the anniversary date of your NSLI 
policy, and no application is 
necessary. If you have elected to 
buy paid up insurance with your 
dividends, you will get a state- 
ment of your account rather than 
8 check. Dividends amounting to 
$303.8 million are payable 
throughout 1974 on anniversary 


dates of policies carried by 3.9 
million eligible veterans. 

Q. - I'm a World War I! veteran 
who never used his GI home loan 
entitlement. | hear the Veterans 
Administration will still guarantee 
loans for such veterans. Is that 
true? 

A-~Yes. in 1970, Congress 
ramoved expiration dates on all 
unused, VA expired loan en- 
titlement. Henceforth, veterans 
retain entitlement until used. Ap- 
ply to nearest VA office if you 
want to use this benefit. 

Q= What's this | hear about 
husbands of female veterans 
being eligible for the same 
Veterans Administration benefits 
as wives and widows of male 
veterans? 

A — You heard right. Under PL 
92-540 (Oct. '72), the term “wife”, 
for purposes of benefits, includes 
husbands of female veterans and 
“widow" includes widowers of 
female veterans.

To U.S. Prison 


James Earl Ray, convicted 
assassin of Rev. Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr., is being 
transferred from a state to a 
federal prison, The move was 
for “security reasons”, said a 
Justice Department spokes- 
man in Washington. 

Ray, convicted of shooting 
the civil rights leader in Mem- 
phis on April 4, 1968, will’ be 
imprisoned in one of the six 
federal maximum-security 
prisons, 

Earlier, Ray filed a writ for 
a new trial. The Federal 
District has yet to act or con- 
sider the writ, and its con- 
tents have not been released. 

Unofficial reports indicated 
that Ray asserted in the appli- 
cation that he had been hired 
by a group of white souther- 
ners to kill King, who wasthe 
nation’s most prestigious civil 


first lawyer, Arthur J. Hanes, 
said in a interview that if Ray 
was asserting that he had. 


been hired by “southern - 
whites” to kill King, “hé's ” 


talking malarkey.” 


Hanes, said that in the 
many conversations he had 
with Ray in summer and fall 
of 1968, Ray never mentioned 
any such plot. 

In spring, 1969, Ray agreed 
to plead guilty to murder and 
to accept a 99-year sentence. 
At his trial, he testified he had 
shot King but balked at 
saying there had-been no 
conspiracy. 

While serving at Nashville, 
Ray has been beaten by other 
inmates at least once, and on 
another occasion tried to 
escape. But there have been 
no recent reports of attémpts 
to attack Ray, who has been 
kept segregated from other 
convicts for the most part. 

A spokesman said there 
are now about 75 state 


~ prisoners placed, for-one 
reason or another, in federal,,, 
penitentiaries, . 
Ray will still remain under 
the supervision of the Ten- 
nessee Parole Board while in 
federal prison.

Addressing an overtiowing 
crowd at a Washington church, 
Jackson said the “energy crisis 
Is a hoax, a contrived crisis,” 
which is being used by employers 
who want to replace men with 
maghines, 

Although many employers have 
been describing layoffs due to 
the energy shortages as “fur- 
Joughs,” Jackson said “most of 

these people (will) never get the 
jobs again.” Eventually, he pre- 
dicted, they will go to “work-ins” 
and “go to the streets en masse 


to protect their jobs.” 

He said by expanding the black 
working class, welfare rolls and 
prison populations would be 
reduced substantially. 


“There is no energy crisis,” he 
told the church members. "God 
is not guilty of non-sup- 
port....There is enough oll for 
everybody....there is enough ot 
everything. The question is who 
is controlling the storehouse...” 

He jater told reporters that the 
“Middle-East War was used 2s 
an escape to blind people" to the 
fact that major oil companies are 
working to maintain a profitable

Common Cold 


If you were to be ‘innocu- 
lated with vaccines for each 
of the at least 113 viruses that 
cause the common cold, 
chances are you would wish 
_you had an ordinary cold,.ob- 
serve. Virginia E. Pomeranz, 
MD, and Dodi Schultz, in 
their new book, The First Five 
Years: A Relaxed Approach 
To Child Care. 

Things being as they are, 
children are bound to catch a 
number of colds during the 
season, Dr. Pomeranz and 
Ms, Schultz say. “They will 
have sneezes and sniffles, 
they will probably cough, 
they may run a low fever, and 
they will certainly feel rot- 
ten.” 

What should you do? First, 
try to make the child more 
comfortable, the authors 
suggest. The most useful 
agent for that purpose is sim- 
ple aspirin. Minor throat irri- 
tation can be helped by 
steam inhalation, or .if the 
child is old enough, sucking

“For nasal stuffiness, 
sneezing is great and 
shouldnt be stiffled,” they 
continued.

many still older youngsters. 

“There also are nose drops 
and sprays, These should be 
used only if your doctor rec- 
ommends them, and not

that use beyond the normal 
duration of the cold.” 

In addition to comforting 
ministrations, the authors em- 
phasize, be_on the alert for 
complications and try to pre- 
vent them, small children 
being especially susceptible 
to sequels and aftermaths.

Wien-it comes to the flurry of 
discussion surrounding the wave 
of so-Called blaxploitation movies 
of the past five years, actor Lou 
Gossett. to paraphrase a famous 
politician. wants to make one 
thing pertectly clear: if you're up- 
set about these flicks. dont 
blame the Black actors appearing 
in them. They're “just out there 
tryin’ to make a ‘ving 

Gossett. who co-starred with 
James Garner in the movie. “Skin 
Game. and who has appeared in 
several telvision segments. is 
now. currently being seen in 
anotner movie. “The Laughing 
Policeman.” which isn't the least 
bit funny and is. in fact. a hard 
hitting story of police work in San 
Francisce 

It's a different kind of role for 
Gossett, who sees his portrayal in 
the film as "a step up” Lou, who 
plays a police’ detective who 
helps solve a mass murder, is 
teamed with veteran actors Bruce 
Dern and Walter Matthau in the 
action-drama . 

The Laughing Policeman” is 
by no means a blaxpolitation film 
In fact, Gossett is the only major 


Bidck cfiaracter in the flick and 
ms role is comparatively. small 
But there has been a veritable 
flood of Black movies peopled 
with a wide assortment of dope 
dealers. pimps. gangsters and 
other seedy characters And Lou 
has a cautious opinion of them 

‘| think these chracters 
detinitely have an effect on kids,” 
the actor admits. “All you have to 
do is watch the kids who've seen 
these films. The movies are plac- 
ing aspirations in-the minds: of 
these. kids, aspirations of their 
becoming super heroes and thus 
escaping-the ghetto bag they're 
in “ 

Of course. what they don't 
realize is that these characters 
only exist in films, especially in 
the glorified form in which they're 
portrayed. The kids have a strong 
desire to grow and be more than 
their environment atiows, but the 
goals they've gleaned from these 
movies are unattainable. Instead 
of winding -up--as--heroes -or 
gangsters, they can wind up 
dead’ 

Since Gossett admits that such 
film characterizations do. indeed, 


influence the actions and goals 
of young viewers. does he then 
feel that despite loud protesta- 
tions to the contrary, these actors 
do owe some consideration to 
their audiences when they accept 
roles? Does it become too 
shallow an answer for an actor to 
say simply that he “has to eat” 
and thus must accept whatever is 
offered? 

Gossett thinks not. He feels an 
actor's first responsibility is to 
work-wherever and whenever 
possible, "At this particular time 
in film history Black actors need 
to work more than anything else 
Experience is the only way to 
grow. 

“Besides,” he continues, “the 
responsibility for film imagery 
must be extended to the 
producers who come up with 
these scripts. They're the ones 
who come up with these blax- 
ploitation scripts. The blame can't 
be placed on Black actors 
because tWey have to work = any 
place and time they can. They 
have rent to pay just like every- 
body else.”
